ing the assassination of Mirbach, 
showed little fighting power. When 
they attempt to overthrow the Bol- 
sheviki a few regiments led by 
Bolsheviki chiefs prove sufficient 
to block them completely. 

Many Scattered Uprisings. 

The Bolsheviks are having great 
difficulty from constant scattered 
uprisings in which actual counter 
revolutionists unite with the dissat- 
isfied elements of the Soviets, thus 
upsetting the local Bolsheviki. This 
has been happening’ throughout 
Russia, particularly 
where the presence of Czecho-Slo- 
vaks give courage to the rebels. 
Now the movement is spreading be- 
yond the influence of the Czecho- 
Slovak region of occupation. Jugo- 
Slavs are now mutinying and thus 
aggravating the new reign of terror. 

Terror has been unable to change 
the economic failure of the nation- 
alization of industry. There is re- 
sultant trade paralysis, for goods 
promised from Germany have not 
been forthcoming. The _ peasants, 
who expected peace to bring cheap 
goods, realize that Germany has 
none and only wants Russian raw 
material. So the peasants are mak- 
ing it impossible to replenish food 
depots, and_ the situation grows 
daily tenser. It is not relievable 
from Siberia, because the Slovaks 
have cut the lines. 

Industrial circles in Ukraine are 
becoming restless under Germany's 
heavy hand, according to a credibie 
Russian Senator jast returned from 
Kiev and Odessa. 

He says the Germans are favor- 
ing their own firms and are forcing 
disadvantageous sales for their ben- 
efit. My informant maintains, how- 
ever, that German orientation is 
growing in Ukrane as in Russia, and 
is due to German propaganda, to 
the effect that the allies must make 
peace at the expense of Russia. This 
belief has become so strong that it 
will require- a severe German re- 
verse in France to change it. 

Looking Into the Future. 

My informant explains that the 
most recent German orientation in 
Russia has been that of the Cadet 
party. According to information he 
received at Kiev, he says, the Cadet 
leaders consider it advisable to en- 
ter into relations with the Germans, 
now that they know their intentions 
toward Russia, in the event that 
later Russia may be compelled to 
arrive at an understanding. with the 
Germans.

—*“Did I Miscalculate on Gott?”’— 
Figures Are Right to a Dot, but 
They Won’t Add Up—Was Verdan 
Necessary Because Quartermaster- 
General Was About to Seize Crown 
Prince as Nonessential Industry ?

OUR years ago I launched my armies 
in self-defense against murderous Bel- 
gium. The problem was a simple one. 
It was to be solved in six weeks. Yet 
after four years the answer won't come 
out. I have spent the night checking 
up the figures. Not a mistake, not an 

oversight, from the moment I shook hands with my 

guests at Potsdam and set out on a much-needed va- 
cation in northern waters.

3. Was our moral case at fault? Ach Himmel, no! 
Since Aesop wrote the history of the wolf who was at- 
tacked by the lamb, I can think of nothing to compare 
with our magnificent White Book. Superb in what it 
contains, and even more impressive in its vast Sahara- 
like silences. In logical sequence it is as perfect as a 
Winter Garden libretto and as condensed as the cos- 
tume. Need I say more for this triumph of editorship 
than to confess that in reading the volume over again, 
I myself fail to understand what it is all about? I 
suspect the English, the Americans and the neutral 
pations must have got hold of a pirated edition. 


4. Was I at fault in choosing my commanders? 
Dummbheit! Never were there men more suited to 
their special tasks since Caesar Borgia. The mind

5. Was there error in planning the orig- 
inal campaign? Impossible. Prof. Luegner 
proved to us in that same memorable ses- 
sion to which I have alluded that the 
Belgians are a feeble folk, averaging 2 feet 
41-2 inches in height, 13 inches around the 
chest and 56 pounds in weight. Of these 
figures the last are undoubtedly true today, 
since we began taking food out of the coun- 
try.

The campaign 
was a masterpiece. The outcome was 
preordained. Look at the facts as 
Falkenhayn outlined them to me aft- 
er an exhaustive study of the files 
of the Fliegende Blaetter. In the first 
place, there were no Frenchmen to 
stop us. In the second place, they had 
no General equal to the task of han- 
dling a million and a half Frenchmen. 
In the third place, they would run away. In the fourth 
place, we had to do something. fm the fifth place, the 
Quartermaster-General was threatening to seize the 
Crown Prince as a nonessential industry. Verdun 
was a triumph; we annihilated the French army and so 
learned how to go about annihilating it again on the 
Somme, and again on the Oise and again on the Aisne 
and again on the Marne. I did have my doubts, | will 
confess, on occasions. I asked our good old Schmidt 
the other day—he is professor of informal logic—why

we had to go on annfhilating the French army for so 
many weary years, and he said: “All Highest, it 
can't be done. The French army doesn't exist. Can 
you annihilate nothing? Obviously not. Better have 
somebody write to Caillaux.” 

7. Did I overlook anything about Russia? Not a 
thing. We were prepared in the field; we were pre- 
pured politically and morally. -~We passed a no-an- 
nexation resolution and took only 500,000 square miles. 
We prepared a no-indemnity resolution and took only 
six billions. It was certain that the House of Com- 
mons would pass a no-annexation resolution and take 
Calais and Dunkirk. It was obvious that the Chamber 
of Deputies would pass a no-annexation resolution and 
grab Milan and Turin and Tripoli. It was obvious 
that Congress at Washington would self-determine a 
couple of hundred or thousand square miles away 
from Mexico. I am sure they have done it and the 
English censor is keeping it dark. 

But if they have not done it, it’s rank immorality, 
that’s what it is. Upon their heads is the blood-guilt 
of this war. Instead of a quiet little grab-bag festival 
—there was enough for all of us, Germany, England, 
America, Japan—which would have been over in a 
couple of months, and a handful of casualties, we 
have four years of it, and much more bloodshed than 
Prof. Luegner foresaw. 

8. Did I miscalculate on Gott? Never. I called in 
all the theological faculties, and they brought the proof 
with them in-eight motor drays and a hat box. Pilsner, 
incomparable Semitic scholar, showed me that the first 
word in the Bible in the original Hebrew, ‘“Beroshith,”’ 
‘in the beginning,” is only Borussia or Prussia.

ABOUT MUSTARD GAS 


HE recent announcement that the allies now 
have an effective supply of mustard gas shells 
shows how vital is the chemist’s work in 
modern warfare. That the problem has been 

well solved is attested by documents found on captured 
Germans during the Marne drive. They state: “This 
gas seems to have, even in diluted form, more harmful 
effects than the gas contained up to the present time 
in shells used by the field artillery.” 

Mustard gas is a compound chemically known ag di- 
chlorethyl sulfide. In trench language it is Called 
‘“‘mustard’’ because of its pungent odor. 

Allied chemists have known the composition of this 
gas for some time, but only recently have they been 
able to perfect a process for manufacturing it on a 
large scale. Fortunately for our armies, this method 
is far superior to those known hitherto.

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Fighting German Spies in St. Louis” 
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Nowhere is the spy safe—a myriad of alert eyes have him at their mercy. 


T one of the less conspicuous 
Atlantic ports, a ship 
flying a neutral flag was 
preparing, a short while 
since, to clear for sea. 
Although ostensibly a 
worthy one, its errand 
had not been widely proclaimed. In 
fact, there was something of stealth in 
the preliminaries. Quietly, almost clan- 
destinely, subscriptions had been so0- 
licited from subjects of a neutral na- 
tion living in the United States, for 
the purpose, it was. stated, of dispatch- 
ing a cargo of food to their “starving” 
countrymen in Europe. Large quanti- 
ties of stores had been taken on board. 

Success seemed so assured that some of the sub- 
acribers, who either knew or guessed the secret, were 
emboldened to utter sly hints to American intimates. 
Cryptic confidences were imparted to a St. Louisan. 
On thinking it over, the latter became troubled and 
sought advice from a friend, the friend appealed to an- 
other; and he went promptly with the story to a man 
who had been active in enlistment work in the city. 

It took only a moment to note the name of the 
ship and of the port where she was lying, and im- 
mediately a telegram was speeding to Washington. 
Two hours later Government agents swooped down on 
the vessel. They searched it from stem to stern, from 
hull to deck. They came upon stores of material, 
hidden artfully in pnexpected places, from which not 
even the most famished of wretches could hope to ex- 
tract sustenance. There was rubber, and copper, and 
nickel—all contraband of war, and all obviously des- 
tined for Germany. Needless to say, when the ship 
was finally permitted to weigh anchor, she carried 
nothing which could afford aid or comfort to the 
enemy. 

This valuable service to the nation and its allies 
is only one of the numerous triumphs of a system of 
surveillance which has been woven like a network 
about St. Louis—a system so effective that few 
active German agents have been able to slip 
through its meshes, and yet so discreet that not 
many St. Louisans are even aware of its ex- 
istence. The name of the American Protective 
League is scarcely familiar. Nevertheless, it has 
no less than 3000 members in this division alone— 
comprising the cities of St. Louis and East St. 
Louis and St. Louis County—and in this one lo- 
cality, during the eight months prior to July 31, 
last, it investigated 8000 charges of disloyalty and 
other war offenses, and was responsible for the 
arrest of 324 spies, conspirators, deserters, slack- 
ers and other delinquents. 

In order to comprehend the obligations under 
which the league has placed the nation, it is nec- 
essary to go back to the days just before the United 
States entered the war. .We were on the verge 
of grappling with the world’s great masters of spy- 
craft. and the country had only a handful of secret 
service men to guard its internal frontier. Within 
our borders were 1,500,000 alien enemy men and 
youths, not all of them hostile, but all potentially 
dangerous because great national organizations ex- 
isted through which German influence might be 
exerted in a few hours or days. From the la- 
mentable experiences of other nations, we might 
presume that in every center of population

there were captains and field marshals of Hun in- 
trigue, Javishly supplied with money. 

Th risis gave birth to an idea‘in the mind of 
A. M. Briggs of Chicago. A volunteer auxiliary, to be 
organized with the approval and to operate under 
the direction of the Department of Justice, Bureau 
of Investigation, could be formed, he thought, of simon- 
pure Americans, to keep watch for the Government in 
every neighborhood and conduct most of the depart- 
ment’s investigations. The service would be without 
pay. No inquiries would be undertaken without first 
referring the case to the Department of Justice. And 
no expense accounts would be presented for money 
spent. 

The proposal encountered many doubts. Such men 
as were needed, it was objected, would be hard to in- 
terest in the drudgery of police investigation. But 
Briggs was confident that there were thousands of 
business and professional men past service age and 
necessary to their families and communities who still 
were fired with patriotism and filled with wrath at 
the progress of German propaganda and plotting in 
this country. They were successful men of affairs— 
men of proved judgment, intelligence, initiative and 
energy. The department could not buy their full time

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at any price, but it could command 
their spare time, plus as many work 
hours, on occasion, as were necessary 
to complete any task. There were 
also men of service age, eager to 
fight, but held at home by obliga- 
tions or other causes, who would not 
stint either time or energy in the na- 
tion’s service. 

These considerations were present- 
ed so persuasively at Washington 
that Briggs, on March 22, 1917, was 
empowered to establish the first unit 
‘ mr of the American Protective League. 
foe vate The plan, the policies and the meth- 

ods were developed in the Chicago di- 
vision, which included 280 cities and towns. So impor- 
tant an aid did this unit prove to the Government that 
authority was accorded to develo» a national organiza- 
tion. Briggs became chairman of the national board of 
directors, with headquarters at Washington, and two of . 
his most active assistants in Chicago, Capt. Charles D. 
Frey and Victor Elting, became national directors. 

Today the league has 250,000 members throughout 
the country, all pledged to keep their eyes and ears 
open and their mouths shut, and all devoted under 
oath to the Government to report and investigate all 
cases of disloyalty that come within their ken. They 
form a system which covers more than 1000 cities and 
towns and extends into the rural districts as well. 
More than 52,000,000 people—about half the population 
of the United States—live in communities where the 
league has active and effective organizations. 

Due in no small degree to the activities of this great 
organization, America's first year of war has been 
remarkably peaceful at home. War preparations, con- 
ducted on a gigantic scale, have nowhere been serious- 
ly hampered. The selective service draft, contrary as 
it was to all our traditions, was accepted virtually 
without opposition. Instead of a reign of conflagra- 
tion and civil strife, there have been no outbreaks 
worthy of the name; of fires in munition plants, 
only a few have been of clearly established incen- 
diary character. 

That such calamities were not widespread, as 
the Kaiser, with amazing frankness, threatened to 
Judge Gerard. was not due to lack of desperation 
and pertinacity on the part of German agents 
here. Of course, on the declaration of war. the 
Department of Justice met the emergency by strik- 
ing swift and hard at all who were unquestionably 
enemy agents. But@nany remained at large. They 
failed because most of their machinations were 
promptly nipped in'the bud. And that the Amer- 
ican Protective League was an essential factor in 
this triumph was attested unreservedly by Attor- 
ney-General Gregory, in his annual report to Con- 
gress last December: 

“It has proved to be invaluable and constitutes 
a most important auxiliary and reserve force for 
the Bureau of Investigation. * * * This or- 
ganization has been of the greatest possible aid 
in thousands of cases. * * * Its work has been 
performed in a thoroughly commendable manner, 
with a minimum of friction and complaint and 
with motives of the highest patriotism. It is a 
self-supporting organization and it would be dif- 
ficult to exaggerate its service to the United States 
Department of Justice.”

The “Baffle System” of Camouflaging Ships

of the Shipping Board. The camouflage 
painting of all vessels by the Baffle 
System is obligatory. It supercedes all 
other methods. - 


In each district of the Shipping Board is 
stationed a district camoufleur, under the 
supervision of its district officers. Under 
him is a corps of camoufleurs, men 
trained to the work and equipped with a 
variety of designs to meet all conditions 
of vessels. 


The organization now comprises more 
than 100 camoufleurs, who have been per- 
sonally appointed for their fitness by 
Grover himself.” Among this remarkable 
class of war workers are a number of 
artists of national repute. Some of them 
are devoting their time and talents to the 
cause at great professional sacrifice. They 
are enthusiastic over the Baffle theory, 
which appeals to them strongly by virtue 
of its truth of artistic values, so splendid- 
ly blended with scientific and practical 
application. 


Baffle designs are made from outboard 
drawings of ships. Models are construct- 
ed from the drawings, and upon these 
models are painted the designs. The 
models are first painted for ground work, 
then placed in the hands of a designer 
who puts on a design, from which a pat- 
tern is made. After inspection the stand- 
prdized colors are applied and the plan is 
finished, reproduced and printed for dis- 
New designs are continually Mm 
preparation. 


In Grover’s opinion, camouflage is a de- 
cidedly disturbing factor. 


“We know from trustworthy sources 
that the submarine does not like our Baf- 
fle painting,” he observed. “Mr. Wilkinson 
informed me that the enemy had sketched 
a number of their Baffle-painted ships in 
neutral ports, but I don't think that will. 
help them a little bit.” 


Abundant evidence is on record proving 
that the system is a valuable anti-subma- 
rine asset, and that the safety of ships so 
painted is enhanced to an appreciable 
degree. It is therefore important that 
every design should be intelligently ap- 
plied. Consequently it is necessary that 
capable and well-trained men supervise 
all work of camouflage painting, and in- 
struction is necessary for the attainment 
of such skill. To this end a school for 
training of camoufieurs has been estab- 
lished by the United States Shipping 
Board, under the direction of William An- 


drew Makay, the foremost man if marine.

study have been instituted in other dis- 
tricta 

The educational work is based on the 
results of research, investization and 
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actual experience gained in the painting 
of ships by camoufleurs. And all instruc- 
tion is designed to direct the course of 
study along uniform lines, avoiding sci- 
entific fallacies, advancing theories of 
proved practicability and promoting effi- 
ciency in every district. 

Students applying for this branch of 
service are required to have a good ele- 
mentary knowledge of line and color, ‘and 
light and shade; therefore professional 
artists, commercial artists and scene 
painte/s; are given preference. All ap- 
pointments of camoufleurs are made by 
the home office in Philadelphia. 

There is, of course, a technical side to 
the work which the artist camoufleur 
readily grasps in his professional capacity 
and which it is not necessary to enter 
upon here. The uses of paint as an anti- 
submarine asset are multiplying every 
day. New ideas are constantly begging 
recognition. And the Department of 
Carpouflage seems to have achieved 
enough &lready to indicate the great im- 
portance and value of its work to Uncle 
Sam. 

There is scarcely need to say that some 
Baffle painted ships have been sunk. The 
scheme has never claimed to be a perfect 
safeguard, but simply an additional de- 
fensive measure. The British Admiralty 
has recorded proof of many Baffle paint- 
ed ships having been missed by orpotoas| 
fired at them during the period of a single 
week. And a much larger proportion of | 
Paffle painted vessels hit by torpedoes feed 
able to make port than ships painted gray, | 
owing to explosion in less vulnerable | 
parts. 

Frequent reports confirm the success 
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of the system and prove beyond doubt its 
value of defense against the submarine. 
The newspapers recently contained a 
story of an encounter between a big Baf- 
fle painted freighter and a German 
U-boat, in which the latter was rammed 
and sunk. The article winds up with this 
pertinent paragraph: 

“The theory bearing on the incident 
held by shipping men is that the system 
of camouflage designed especially to elude 
submarines deceived the German com- 
mander. The presumption is that he mis- 
took the course held by the ship, and in-

The membership was mostly recruited by invitation, 
from among men whose patriotism was indubitable, 
who were. eager to do service for their country, who 
were intelligent and energetic, and who had the time 
and means for the work required. All of them were 
civilians, without experience in the tasks they were 
to perform and with little knowledge about methods 
of investigation. But, with their native intelligence, 
and with a system of intensive instruction that was 
devised, they rapidly became proficient.’ A. Bruce Bie- 
laski, Chief of the Bureau of Investigation, Depart- 
ment of Justice, was alert in recognizing the possibili- 
ties of the league, and everywhere his men give in- 
valuable aid and co-operation in training league 
members. 

St. Louisans may be startled on learning 
that this division has been organized on mil- 
itary lines into zones, for the purposes of the 
league. Each zone is commanded by an In- 
spector. Every zone is divided into from 
four to eight districts, with a Deputy In- 
spector in charge of each district. And each 
Deputy Inspector has’ enlisted a working 
squad of operatives, as large as the size and 
character of his district demand. In the St. 
Louis division the operatives in each district 
range from 25 to 50 men. 


This territorial organization is known as 
the league’s Bureau of Investigation; its 
members are semi-active in that they under- 
take investigations in all cases assigned to 
them from headquarters. They may, if so 
directed by the Department of Justice, be 
called upon for work outside their own divi- 
sion and even abroad, in which case the Gov- 
ernment pays their expenses. | 

If the zone organization is the league's 
right hand, it has a left hand in a second 
body of members, which we may call the 
Bureau of Information. Here the operatives 
are classified by trade, profession and in- 
dustry, and every important industry, handi- 
craft and profession, and even large business 
establishments and office buildings, are 
treated as individual organization units. 

The function of the territorial organization is ‘‘to 
make prompt and thorough investigation of all mat- 
ters referred to it by the Department of Justice.” That 
of the units classified by trade or profession is ‘to 


make prompt and reliable reports of all disloyal or . 


enemy activities and of all infractions or evasions of 
the war code of the United States.” ‘ 

In the occupational organization the members are 
formed into companies, with Captains and Lieuten- 
ants as officers. One company may be composed en- 
tirely of lawyers and another of brewery workers; a 
third has charge of a munitions factory and a fourth 
of an office building. 

Here we come upon one of the salient elements of 
the league’s strength—its membership is completely 
secret. The members of so small a unit as a company 
or a district are usually unknown even to one an- 
other. Only the names of the Chiefs and Deputy 
Chiefs in each division may he made public. The 
members carry credentials; and report to their superi- 
ors not by name, but by the numbers of their cards. 
They are not authorized to make arrests, but exert the 
right of every citizen who is eyewitness to the com- 
mission of a felony, 

As in all other cities, so in the St. Louis division 
the membership cross-cuts every commercial, industrial, 
professional, social and economic level in American 
life. Bank presidents and bell hops, Judges and jani- 
tors, managers and mechanics—all ranks meet on the 
common platform of loyalty and service. 

In consequence, in every district where the Amer- 
ican Protective League is organized, espionage, propa- 
ganda, sedition, sabotage and slacking have become 
distinctly unhealthy avocations. It must choke back 
the words in the throat of a disloyalist when he re- 
flects that the very man he has picked as a con- 
fidant may be hearkening intently to his utterances 
with the purpose of reportiy; them at the first pos- 
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sible moment. The would-be bomb plotter must feel 
depressed when it occurs to him that among the per- 


sons he is compelled to choose as accomplices is likely® 


one who is rejoicing inwardly at this opportunity to 
expose a German conspirator. 

And nowhere is the spy safe. The saloon man in- 
dustriously mopping the bar in front of him, the 
waiter havering solicitously over his table, the work- 
man beside him at the same bench, the casual ac- 
quaintance of the corner or street car seat—a myriad 
alert ears have him at their mercy. He is in peril 
alike in the select club or in the mechanics’ work- 
room, in the social parlor or the brewery steinewirth, 
in the hotel lobby or at the neighborhood dance, at 
the bank window or in the lawyer's office. No won- 
der that so many plotters have thrown up their 
schemes in disgust, or that Attorney-General Gregory 
recently declared to the Executive Committee of the 
American Bar Association: “I do not believe that 
there is today a country which is being more capably 
policed than the United States.” 

For instance, there was living in St. Louis prior to 
the war a German who, with the boastfulness which 
fortunately offsets so much of the cunning and in- 
dustry of his species, bragged to his sweetheart that 
he was a member of the imperial secret service. She, 
in pride, confided to a friend her lover’s high distinc- 
tion. 

The friend had a long memory, and recently present- 
ed herself to one of the loca! officials of the American 
Protective League. She said, with some agitation, that 
she did not wish to seem to be betraying a confidence, 
but that she had four brothers in the service, three in 
the army and one in the navy, and that if there was a 
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German spy at large in 
authorities should know it.

As the courtship prog- 
ressed the mother of the friend whose telephone was 
being so freely used became suspicious and told the 
wife of an American Protective League operative 
about it. 

The love-struck girl was receiving costly gifts, which 
she proudly displayed, and promises of wealth and 
luxury after the war, which she as proudly confided to 
her friend. Her new-found sweetheart told her that 
his business was of a private nature, and boasted that 
he was related to royalty in Germany. 

The man was making frequent and mysterious jour- 
neys out of the city, coming and going without warn- 
ing, and there was considerable delay before the op- 
erative learned, from another telephone conversation 
at the friend’s house, the meeting place of the girl 
and her lover. His arrest revealed him as a former of- 
ficer of the German navy, and the young woman‘s 
dream of matrimony and wealth was shattered: with 
his internment. 

A taxi driver of German nationality, who came to

swooped down 


on the vessel. 
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this city from Chicago, boasted among his acquain- 
tances that he would like to see anyone make him ob- 
serve the barred’zone regulations. A league operative 
promptly learned of it and set out on his trail. Twenty- 
four hours after he reached the city he was picked up 
while delivering a passenger at the Jefferson Hotel, 
which is in a barred zone. Investigation proved that 
the Chicago authorities wanted him for consorting 
with German agents. 

A German employed by a downtown bank, who had 
boasted of the prowess of the fatherland and predicted 
the defeat of the allies before the United States entered 
the war, persisted in his harangues afterwards, until 
a league operative went to the bank-officials and the 
man’s dismissal resulted. 

Not profiting by the lesson, he continued at times to 
return to the bank, assailing some of the young women 
clerks with abuse and threats for their loyalty to 
America. He was arrested for violating his zone per- 
mit, which the United States Marshal had revoked 
when the bank’s notice of his dismissal was filed, and 
later interned as one who was at large to the danger 
of public safety. 

Sometimes league operatives run into cases out of 
their own line. Two of them were impersonating 
floorwalkers in a department store for the purpose of 
gathering evidence of disloyalty against certain pro- 
German employes. While on this assignment, they 
were instrumental in catching a shoplifter, who was 
arrested and found to have concealed about her quan- 
tities of stolen merchandise. 

It came to the hearing of a member of the league 
-that a cook, a German woman, employed ii a West 
End home, had been detected in the act of pouring 
sugar into the garbage pail, regardless of 
the fact that it is unlawful to destrdy food- 
stuffs. When the mistress remonstrated, the 
cook replied: “I haf my vay of being patri- 
otic the same as you.”’ An operative was sent 
to the house, whereupon the German ap- 
peared suddenly to become insane. She was 
placed under observation to determine 
whether she was feigning. 


One night a party from the naval recruit- 
ing office in St. Louis was seeking enlist- 
ments at a West End theater. Moving pic- 
tures were thrown on a screen and an officer 
made a speech, in which he declared: “The 
Germans went through Belgium and France 
like barbarians.’ A stout, well dressed man 
in the audience exploded: ‘“That’s a damned 
lie!” Two sailors with revolvers sprang for 
him over the footlights, but the first to reach 
him were two members of the league, who, 
although they had gone to the theater only 
for amusement, had not forgotten their du- 
ties. After a sharp tussle the disturber was 
overpowered. 

He protested indignantly that he was an 
American citizen, but refused’ stubbornly to 
give any other infcrmation about himself. 
Borrowing an automobile, the league opera- 
tives and sailors took him to a police sta- 
tion and notified the Federal authorities. 
search of the prisoner’s effects showed that he was an 


unnaturalized German subject, though he had lived in 


the United States for 14 years. 
the duration of the war. 

The methods of the league’s procedure may be un- 
derstood from the following case: A client went to 
the office of his attorney, and after their busi- 
ness was concluded tarried for a chat, in which he 
dropped the information that he had heard a pro- 
German say: “Every American child should have its 
nee¢k wrung as soon as it is born. The Germany army 
could rule the United States better than Wilson—and 
itgwill, too.” : 

The lawyer obtained from him the name and address 
of the offender, and the names of witnesses who heard 
his remarks. After the client had gone the attorney, 
being a member of the league, made out a report, on 
a blank form supplied by the Department of ‘ustice, 
and sent it to the Captain of his company, signing it 
with his number. The lawyer’s duty ended here, for 
he belonged to one of the occupational units and was 
pledged to give information but not to investigate. 

The Captain took the report to league headquarters, 
where the officials approved it and sent it to the 
local office of the Department of Justice, Bureau of 
Information. It was O K’d there as a matter worth

other arm, the investigators. They went forth to ob- 
tain affidavits to corroborate the hearsay information 
first turned in by the lawyer. The case was not set- 
tled when this was written, but if the affidavits were 
satisfactory, ths evidence would be placed before 
Special Assistant Attorney-General Charles P. Wil- 
liams, who has been assigned by the Department of 
Justice to take charge of war cases in this district. 
Should he decide that a case could be made under 
the old or new espionage acts, he would place the evi-

In the old-fashioned days of our ' BR : 


grandmothers and _  great-grand- 
mothers, it was the practice to 
produce and preserve at home all 
the food needed for the family. 
But every housewife had melan- 
choly experiences with spoiled 
stores—fruits soured, jars burst, 
meat spoiled: In the latter days 
of production of canned goods on a 
large scale, this old industry al- 
most died out, and the country 
grocery was one of the best cus- 
tomers of the canning business. 
It was often complained that 
farmers produced-food, sent it to 
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form, at greatly multiplied prices. 
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spoiling of canned goods is due to 
the action of bacteria and spores, 
which are not destroyed by the 
heat at the disposal of the cook- 
stove canner. The Dietz family, well aware of this 
fact, invested $15 several years ago in a canning out- 
fit, of a size made expressly for household use, which, 
by using steam pressure, affords a much greater degree 
of heat than is possible under the old method—a 
temperature that is sure death to all microbes. 

it is enough to make one’s mouth water and to fill 
the city dweller with admiring despair to take a trip 
through the Dietz cellar, with its tiers ypon tiers 
of appetizing canned goods. In a single season more 
than 1500 jars of fruit, vegetables and meat have been 
passed through the steam canner and put up by the 
mother and daughter. They not only preserve enough 
for their present needs, but put quantities by for a 
rainy day, should there be a shortage in any food 
product. Besides, a generous supply always finds 
its way to other tables, particularly among neighbors 
where there is sickness. The Dietz canned goods are 
properly regarded as delicacies. 

In the cans one finds, for instances, 12 different va- 
rieties of beans, besides peas, spinach, beets, cu- 
cumbers, tomatoes, cabbage, onions, sweet potatoes, 
parsnips, carrots, turnips,

from the markets. Miss Grace Dietz is the presid- 
ing genius of the “food factory,’ as the neighbors call 
the family’s canning department. After several years 
of experience, she has become a recognized expert in 
the art of canning. Particularly since the war, her 
services have been in wide demand, for demonstra- 
tions at fairs and other public gatherings. Canned 
foods of her preparation have been on exhibition at 
all the larger fairs in the Middle West during recent 
years, including the Panama-Pacific Exposition at 
San Francisco. At most of these the Dietz entries 
made a clean sweep of the first prizes. 

Until two years ago Miss Dietz and her sister—now 
married and canning in a household of her own—spent 
a considerable part of each winter in canning fresh 
meats for their neighbors. The steam canning ap- 
paratus is easily portable, and they would travel about 
with it from farm to farm, after the fashion of thresh- 
ing outfits. The farmers set their dates for butcher- 
ing according to the schedules of the Dietz girls. In 
less than two months, in one winter, the two young 
women canned 21 quarters of beef and 22 hogs for

neighboring farmers. But this work has fallen off, 
for the farmers, converted by the demonstrations, in- 
vested in steam canners of their own. They are now 
in general use in Lancaster County. But the Dietzes 
were the pioneers and still far excel all their 
neighbors in the quantities of food put up. 

They have still other food conservation practices. 
The Department of Agriculture is urging farmers to 
make their own sorghum molasses from cane grown 
on the farm, so as to save sugar. The elder Dietz 
was making his own sorghum 42 years ago, and is still 
at it. With a couple of barrels of home-made molasses 
in the cellar, besides the yield of honey from 15 stands 
of bees, no sugar famine can have terrors for the Dietz 
family. : 

The farm dairy supplies the necessary milk, cream 
and butter, with a surplus for sale. Besides these 
products, about 200 pounds of cream cheese are made 
each spring—a year’s supply for the table. A small 
mill operated by a tractor makes it possible to grind 
all kinds of grain for household purposes. except 
wheat flour for white bread. This tractor, by the way, 
is the most useful piece of machinery about the place. 
It runs a threshing outfit in season, plows the ground, 
grades the roads, saws wood for lumber and fuel, pulls 
stumps, elevates hay into the mow, shelis corn, runs 
a cement mixer, drives the sorghum mill and heats 
water for the stock in the outdoor tanks in winter, or 
for butchering purposes. tie 

All the members of the family work hard, but they 
enjoy the fruits of their labor. Their home has prac- 
tically all the conveniences of a city residence. There 
is water under pressure and a farm sewage plant. 
The house is furnacc heated, cement walks connect the 
buildings and front gate, and a small “power house,” 
in which a gasoline engine ,.is connected with a line 
shaft, drives all sorts of machines, such as washers 
and wringers, the cream separator, emery grinder, ice 
cream freezer, cider mill and two water pumps. 

Dietz began making plans for retiring from the 
farm some years ago, but that was before America got 
into the war. He d earned retirement. “But this 
is no time to quit the farm,” he says. “We are goinx 
to keep right on raising and conserving the biggest 
crops we know how until Old Bill the Last is canned 

and knows it.” 


pumpkins, salsify, squash 
and many other species of 
vegetables. The varieties of [i ": i ee 
fruit put up are limited only ene 

by the kinds grown on the peice 
farm. Of canned meats there 
are roast pork, roast beef, 
pork ribs, chipped beef, 
sausage of several kinds, 
many varieties of poultry 
and numerous kinds of fish. 


These canned meats are 
pronounced to be quite as 
palatable as the fresh ar- 
ticles, and cost the family 
only a fraction of what they 
would have to pay in the re- 
tail market. Such preserved 
meats are a blessing for a 
farm household, which can- 
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not have fresh meat at will 
because of their distance 


If food will win the war, 
‘as we have been told re- 
peatedly, Uncle Sam might 
provide a special decoratio 1 
for such farmers as Dietz 
and all five members of his 
family. For the food pro- 
duced on this farm, and the 
manner of producing and 
conserving it, would rejoice 
the heart of Herbert Hoover. 

The Dietzes are proud of 
the distinction of being old- 
fashioned; that is, in that 
they follow the old plan of 
providing all the food poe- 
sible for the household, 
right at home. To them 
vegetables or fruit tn a tin 
can, bought from a grocery 
store, are abominations,

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GIVING DUE CREDIT TO LUCY STONE 
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N Aug. 13 there 
passed almost 
unnoticed a 
centen ary 
which is sec- 
ond in impor- 
tance to no 

date in the movement, 

now virtually victori- 
ous, of equal rights for 
women. It was the 100th 
anniversary of the birth 
of Lucy Stone. Al- 
though her name may 
not be so popularly 
known as that of Susan B. Anthony or Dr. Anna 

Shaw, it was largely through her work that America 

has been revolutionized for women. 

A Massachusetts farmer's daughter, Lucy Stone has 
been called “the morning star of the woman’s rights 
movement.” She began the public work for equal suf-

frage five years before Miss Anthony, and lectured all | 


up and down the land to immense audiences, drawn 
by curiosity to see such a spectacle as a woman speak- 
er. She met ridicule and opposition, and even physical 
attack, but mostly disarmed the enemies of her cause 
by her sweet voice, her womanly gentleness and her 
almost magical eloquence. 

When she was born there were no free high schools 
for girls; they were not admitted to the profesajons 
ny to college. Public opinion forbade women to speak, 
ridiculed them if they wrote for publication and lim- 
ited them to a very few ill-paid occupations. 

There were almost no women’s organizations. In 
her girlhood it was thought unwomanly even to join 
a temperance organization, and the anti-slavery asso- 
ciation was split in two because a woman Was 4p- 
pointed on a committee. All a wife’s property and 
earnings belonged to her husband. In most states he 
had the legal right to beat her, provided the stick 
were no larger than his thumb, 

Lucy Stone was the first Massachusetts wonian to 
take a college degree, at Oberlin, O., in 1847. Her hus- 
band’s sister, Elizabeth Blackwell, was the first wom- 
an to take a medical degree, in 1849; and when she 
started practice in New York she fad to buy a house, 
hecause no respectable boarding house would admit a 
woman doctor. 

Another sister-in-law, Antoinette ,Brown Blackwell, 
was the first woman to be ordained a minister, in 
1%52. Now the United States census shows more than 
[00 women doctors and more than 3000 women min- 
isters and preachers, while the “sweet girl graduate’ 
from the colleges is as the sands of the sea. Then, no 
woman could vote, even for a school committee. Now 
women have full suffrage throughout more than half 
the territory of the United States. 

Lucy Stone was born Aug. 13, 1818, at West Brook- 
field, Mass. Her father, Francis Stone, was as stern 
in character as the rocks that infested his fields. Still, 
one deed, marvelously generous for the time, is re- 
membered to his cred- 
it. When he married, 
his wife brought a» a 
dowry $20 from her fa- 
ther’s estate. Instead 
of keeping the money 
for himself, @ the law 
allowed, Stone spent it 
in buying for his bride 
a set of silver spoons 
and a2 sidesaddle. in 
these dars, when a wife 
has a right to her own 
property, @ gift to her 
bought with her own 
money would not seem 
g0 magnanimous.

Why did men go to college, 
while girls were limited to the rudiments of knowl- 
edge? 

She sought the Bible for an answer to these prob- 
lems.

The experience was eriough to make her hard and 
sour, but it failed to do so. Long afterwards she was 
asked if she did not feel bitterly towards her father. 
because he might have saved her all these hardships 
She replied: “Oh, no: it was only the narrowness of 
the time.” Stone lived long enough to confess to 
his daughter: “You were right and | was wrong.” 

Even Oberlin was not without its narrowness, lib- 
oral as it was for that era. Miss Stone one Sunday 
had the hardihood to remove her bonnet during chureh 
services, and was immediately overwhelmed with ‘St. 
Paul's celebrated saying on the subject. She replied 
that wearing the bonnet during the long morning ser- 
mon gave her headaches, so that she could not at 
tend the afternoon services. “On the Judgement Day," 
she demanded, “how shall I account to God for my 
wasted Sunday afternoons?” After this, she was per- 
mitted to sit in a back pew under the gallery and 
regnove her hat during part of the service. 

She and several others asked permission to take 
part in the college debating society, but this was alse 
refused as an unheard of audacity from female atu- 
dents. The girls were compelled to resort to the 
house of an aged negress—Oberlin from the first had 
been the friend of the slave--and there they quietly 
farried on their debates. 

A school was started among negroes. and Miss Stone 
vas asked to teach in it. Even the former slaves re- 
belled, so inferior was the sex considered in intellect. 
They protested against being taught by a woman. She 
persisted In taking the place, and soon won them over. 
She made her first public speech while in collewe, on 
the anniversary of emancipation in the West Indies 
The next day she was called before the Ladies Board 
of the college, which desired to reason with her against 
public speaking, then considered unwomanly and un- 
scriptural, . 

She stood so well in her classes that she received 
honors on graduation and was assigned to prepare an 
essay. But she was notified that it would be read for 
her by one of the professors, as it was improper that 
a woman should read in public. She had spirit enough

“She's only 
painted that way. Go ahead, captain; you're all right; 
she’s bearing six points off—coming nowhere near us!” 

The captain was quick to sense the real situation. 
“Haw, haw! I get ye, boy!” he responded, then rang 
to go ahead full speed. And everybody laughed. 

All of which illustrates this point: Modern naval 
warfare no longer reckons upon “invisibility” as a de- 
fensive factor in ship camouflage against enemy sub- 
marine attacks. All that sort of thing is an exploded 
fallacy. Indeed, authorities finally have arrived at 
the conclusion generally that paint, itself being de- 
pendent upon light, will not overcome shadows. As a 
matter of fact, the old masters discovered that truth 
many centuries ago. 

And the young man to whom we have alluded as 
Tom happened on the above occasion to know what he 
was talking about. He afterwards explained that a 
friend of his, a famous artist, was an expert camoufleur 
in the service of the United States Shipping Board. He 
had gotten it straight from this camoufleur—all about 
the wonderful stunts which were now being done in 
the camouflage painting of ships. 

Camouflage on land is successfully practiced along 
the lines of protective coloring and “invisibility.” But 
camouflage applied on similar principlés to moving 
ships is ‘a horse of a different color.” Sea, sky, color, 
light—conditions constantly changing—and the elusive 
horizon, always a most difficult matter to deal with— 
these are in marked contrast with conditions on land. 

Camouflage is an imported article. After three years 
of wartime experience, England abandoned all forms 
of marine camouflage but one. That one was the Baf- 
fle. Scheme, which she had been carefully testing for 
several months. It was the invention of Lieutenant- 
Commander Norman Wilkinson, R. N. V. R. By long 
experience this famous English marine artist became 
convinced that the moment a submarine comes to the 
surface within striking distance, no method of painting 
in the world will render a ship sufficiently Invisible to 
eacape being seen. 

“There was a time.” says Wilkinson, “when I thought 
it possible to increase or decrease a ship's visibility. 


_ But that was before the submarine was considered as a 


real active factor in naval warfare.” 


And that consideration involves the efficiency of the 
submarine hydrophone. This highly developed instru- 
ment is able not only to determine the probable class 
of the ship, whether she is alone or the number of ves- 
but can, by a series of listening ob- 
servations, obtain approximately a ship's direction 
of course. But the information of prime importance 
to the enemy its the knowledge of a ship's actual course. 
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ceived the idea that. something 
could be done with paint along en- 
tirely new lines. Perhaps he knew that the Greeks 
and Romans, as many centuries ago as the Christian 
era began, apparently had abandoned attempts to 
render their ships invisible. 

When Mary exclaimed at the strange appearance of 
the very latest production of ship camouflage, she little 
dreamed that her sisters of 2000 years ago doubtless had 
expressed themselves in a very like fashion. Their 
heroes were then manning war galleys which some- 
times were painted with seven kinds of paint, big 
patches of contrasting colors to deceive the eye of the 
enemy in estimating size and character. And some 
Greek ships were painted merely with a broad band of 
color across the bows, probably to effect distortion, 
twisting the bow, or stern and thus deceiving the en- 
emy. These are the very ideas which predominate in 
the “latest” methods of our ship camouflage. 

Still, it is possible to render parts of a vessel rela- 
tively invisible by way of contrast, and this is an 
important factor in Baffle painting. Its success de- 
pends largely on making certain portions of a ship's 
surface less visible than others. 

Baffle painting is the only present nationally ac- 
cepted method of camouflage. To the man who is 
skeptical, one look through a periscope at a Baffle 
painted ship “about eight points off her course” will 
quickly convince him that the realness about the sys- 
tem is its splendid unreality. 

The Baffle scheme is based upon the principle that 
some protection—total invisibility being unattainable 
—may be afforded by painting vessels in such a de- 
lusive way as to confuse an enemy submarine. 

It is simply a project for breaking up all accepted 
forms of a ship by masses of strongly contrasting 
colors, distorting her appearance so as to destroy her 
general symmetry and bulk. The idea is to mislead 
the submarine, when once its prey has been sighted. 
The Baffle System has proved so efficient that cap- 
tains of ships who have had opportunity to witness its 
effects are showing great interest and a desire to have 
their vessels so treated. Camouflage painting of ships 
under this method seemed of so great importance that 
the Government created a department exptgssly for 
that branch of service 

All scientific experimental and research work. to- 
gether with the designing agd making of plans, was 
delegated to the Navy Department. All camouflaging 
of ships built for the (nited States Shipping Board 
and Emergency Fleet Corporation is now prescribed 
and supervised by the Navy Department. The execy- 
tion of work is conferred upon the United States Ship- 
ping Board Emergency Fleet Corporation, and assigned 
to the Division of Steel Ship Construction. Herein 
was organized in February of this year the Department 
of Camouflage, under the management of Henry (.
